Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Board of Wakefield: 


Gentlemen :—I have the pleasure to submit to you, 
and through you to the citizens of the town, my fifth 
annual report as superintendent of the schools of Wake- 


field. At the same time I am sending you the annual 
report of the school nurse. 
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You will note from the preceding table that the 
number of pupils in town is still decreasing. The total 
enrollment for the year is 217, or 10 less than for the 
year ending June 30, 1922. The average membership 
is 5 less than for the former year. 


In spite of the severity of the winter, I am pleased 
_to say that the per cent of attendance is 94,—the same 
as for the preceding year. This is higher than the 
average for the whole state. The number of instances 
of tardiness is still further reduced. It seems to me, 
however, that the number is still too great in the vil- 
lage schools. It is the duty of parents not only to see 
that the child is regular in attendance but also punc- 
tual. We earnestly urge co-operation on the part of 
the home to improve our record in this respect.

This year the presence of a portable saw mill in 
the Woodman District brought in a sufficient number 
of children so that it seemed advisable to open a school 
in that district. This condition seems to be temporary. 
It is probable that next year there will not be enough 
children in that district to form a saisfactory school, 
and that it will be better to transport the few remain- 
ing children to Kast Wakefield as previously. 

During the past summer the primary building at 
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Sanbornville was thoroughly renovated both inside and 
outside. This house is now in excellent condition. 
The roof of the Grammar School building at Sanborn- 
ville was shingled and the porch rebuilt. The work 
done upon the other school buildings was, of necessity, 
only such minor repairs as were absolutely necessary. 


I must call your attention to the general condition 
of these buildings. The buildings at Union, Hast 
Wakefield, and Sanbornville Grammar School are badly 
in need of painting on the exterior. Already this work 
has been too long postponed. The longer this work is 
postponed the more expensive it will be, when it is 
done. It is for the voters to decide how much shall 
be done this year. The interior of the old building at 
Sanbornville is far from satisfactory. Anyone who 
will take a look inside will agree with me that paint 
and varnish are badly needed there. The brick build- 
ing at the Corner will demand attention in the near 
future. The walls show indications of weakness, and 
prudence demands that we make sure that this build- 
ing is safe. 


At the close of the school year in June we lost 
exactly one-half of our teachers. Of the four teachers 
who left our service, two had been with us but a single 
year but had done excellent work. It was no light duty 
to select their successors. However, I was fortunate 
enough to secure for these positions either fully trained 
or experienced teachers in every case. 


Health work in our school has continued under the 
direction of Mrs. Anna E. Clow, R. N. Her report, 


herewith submitted, will show something of the scope 
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and value of this work. You will note that about one- 
sixth of all the pupils have received treatment to rem- 
edy some physical defect. 


I trust that the value of this service will be so evi- 
dent that there will be no question of making provision 
for the continuance of the work. 


The work of the schools throughout the town is 
going on smoothly for the most part. Attendance has 
been considerably affected by the prevalence of several 
varieties of contagious diseases, but more particularly 
of mumps. As a result I fear that our per cent of at- 
tendance this year will fall lower than for several years 
past. 


Standardized, tests, which were given from time to 
time last year, show that the schools are well up to 
grade. 


In conclusion I wish to express my thanks to the 
School Board and to all others who have contributed 
to the successful progress of the schools.

At the clinics held in Mountainview in June, 8 
from the schools of Wakefield were operated on for 
tonsils and adenoids. During July and August, Dr. 
Gilman gave two days to the school children, 27 receiv- 
ing free dental treatment. 

In December, the children sold Christmas Seals to 
the amount of $46.76 for the New pane Tuber- 
culosis Association. 


Health talks were given at frequent intervals in 
the schools throughout the year. In the spring a mild 
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epidemic of measles and whooping cough found its 
way into some of the schools, and during the past fall 
mumps have raged,—nearly every child in Sanbornville 
having them. During the recent short epidemic of 
smallpox, no school child contracted the disease, due 
without doubt to the fact that every child in the schools 
of Wakefield has been vaccinated.
